basic types. First, there are articles ^ behavioral and social 
scientists which consider the percept ions, ^/-attitudes and bfehavior 
pe'dple, implicitly or explicitly, in regard to fluo?:id.ation of 
public water supplies. These references cleaicly mark departure 
points for further behavioral work concerning' fluoridation. In 
addition, the. conceptual fraraewprVs and n;ej:hodologies'' employed in 
these studies are instructive for a range of behavioral fnquirie6 
wider than those concerned with fluoridation, to this way the* 
bibliography nia^' draw behavioral researchers' attention to a body 
ot literature which might otherwise be neglectea,^ Second, a 
number of articles are included i;hich describe "^fche behavior of 
people in various fluoridation issues. These descriptive articles 
are included in this section because they provide instructive 
-insights into behavior and thus suggest hypotheses and further^ ^ 
lines o£ research.

The third section, Canadian Aspects , attempts to provide 
sources whfch document the diffusion of fluoridation in Canada as 
well as associated discussions and debates. Main emphasis i^ upon 
developraeht of the viewpoints of dental^ medical'^and public^ health 
officials. It is hoped that this development can be represented 
by sources ranging from substant^ive research articles to editorials. 

It should be noted that individual articles often fell, into 
more than one o^ the categories used ^o organize the bibliography.
